ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, Sept. 13.—The steam ­ 
ship Kyle, which picked up wreckage of the lost American 
airplane Old Glory in the North Atlantic, continued the 
search today for traces of the three occupants of the plane 
—Lloyd Bertaud, James D. Hilt, navigators, and Philip 
Payne, managing editor of the New York Daily Mirror. 
Part of (he Old Glory was pioked up by the Kyle about 
IOO miles from the position where the airplane had sent 
out an “SOS1' call. 
Word of the finding of the wreckage 
was contained in the following radiogram from Douglas 
Muir, a newspaper reporter on board the Kyle, to the 
Daily Mirror: 
“Located wreckage of Old Glory in latitude 51.17 
north, longitude 39.23 west at 4 :20 o’clock Monday after­ 
noon. 
No signs of crew. 
Particulars will follow."

The Kyle had been chartered by the 
New York Daily Mirror to search for 
the missing plane. 
According to the 
position given by Muir, it is believed 
that the wreckage drifted northward 
after striking the water. 
It is generally believed that tho 
three men were drowned, although the 
forlorn hope in still held 
in 
some 
quarters that they might have been 
picked up by a email fishing boat, not 
equipped with wireless. 
Hope for the fliers was based upon 
the fact that the plane carried a col­ 
lapsible life raft. However, 
it 
was 
pointed out that the plane crashed at 
.a point where the Atlantic is always 
turbulent and it was feared that the 
men would soon 
become exhausted 
trying to remain afloat upon a small 
raft in the tempestuous seas unless 
they were speedily picked up. 
Muir’s radiogram did not state what 
part of the plane had been found, but 
it was supposed that it was one of the 
wings. 
It is believed that the body 
of the plane would hare been carried 
to Che bottom by the motor and fuel 
and oil tanks. 
Hopped Off Week Ago. 
The Old Glory hopped off from Old 
Orchard, Me , one week ago today to 
attem pt a non-stop flight to Rome. 
She flew northward along the coast 
to Newfoundland, 
bearing eastward 
over the Atlantic from the Newfound­ 
land coast line. 
She evidently en­ 
countered difficulties after Jiving sev­ 
eral hundred miles over the water. 
After one signal for help, which 
was picked up by the steamship Tran­ 
sylvania, 
the 
wireless Immediately 
went dead, indicating that the plane 
had fallen to the surface of <he ocean

MAN BADLY HURT 
IN IS FOOT FALL 


A verdict of "heart failure" in the 
death of Walter Smith, 22, Erie street 
bridge worker, who plunged Into the 
Ohio river from a scaffold upon which 
he was working on tho West Virginia 
side of th* Chester-East Liverpool 
bridgo, yesterday afternoon wa* ren­ 
dered by a jury empaneled by Coroner 
George A. Artier at Chester, last 
night. 
Dr. J. A. Pyle, Chester, who mad* 
an examination of Smith's body after 
it was taken from the river, found no 
water In th* lungs of the victim. Ho 
expressed the belief that Smith had 
suffered an attack of acute Indiges­ 
tion, which affected his heart action. 
The young man is believed to have 
died before he struck the water. 
Smith, with three other workmen, 
was "pointing" the stone wall forming 
the pier on the Chester side of the 
river, when he fell 16 feet Into the 
water. 
After a three hour search, grappling 
hooks in charge of Fireman Earl Fen­ 
ton caught the clothing of the victim 
about. 75 feet below the point where 
Smith sunk. The body was towed to 
the West Virginia shore and later 
taken to the Arner morgue.

RESCUE TWO MEN 
ADRIFT IN SEA 


MONTREAL, Sept 13. -- After 
being adrift in a raging gale in 
the north Atlantic for days. Wil­ 
liam E. Sinclair and Richard M.

TORIO, Sept. 1-3.—Sweeping in from 
the Pacific, a tidal wave engulfed the 
towns of Kojitna and Nakamura, pro- 
fecture of Kumamoto, Tuesday, and 
1,150 persons were either killed or re­ 
ported missing. 
The two towns were completely de­ 
stroyed. according to reports reaching 
here. 
Many Ships Destroyed. 
The wave struck the coset with ter­ 
rific force. 
Houses were carried two 
mile* inland by the gigantic flow of 
water, which maintained a height of 
about ten feet as It swept Inland. 
The casualties at Nakamura were 
placed at 1,000. 
Seven persons were 
known to he dead In that city. 
At Kojima, the casualties were plan­ 
ed at 150, and many other persons 
were reported missing. 
Other districts reported that many 
other casualties occurred. 
Reports reaching here said many 
ships were destroyed by 
the 
tidal 
wave. 
A heavy rumbling noise woe heard 
preceding the tidal wave, Indicating 
that the tidal wave wa* precipitated 
by a submarine earthquake. 
Storms were general throughout 
Japan during the tidal wave. The city 
of Kumamoto was flooded and many 
buildings w ert destroyed. 
At Nagasaki, tha wind was so vio­ 
lent that roofs wars blown firom build­ 
ings. 
Many other districts reported vio­ 
lent rain storms. It is estimated sev­ 
eral thousand houses were damaged 
by the heavy deluge. 
The prefecture of Kumamoto was 
without rail or telegraph communica 
Hon today.
